1 . SOUTH AFRICAN AMBASSADOR SOLE ASKED TO SEE ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY MOOSE THE APTERNOON OP SEPTEMBER 9 POR AN 
INPORMAL DISCUSSION OP CURRENT ITEMS OP INTEREST TO OUR 
TWO COUNTRIES. HE ASKED MOOSE POR HIS IMPRESSIONS ON THE 
STATUS OP THE RHODESIA PROPOSALS. MOOSE TOLD HIM THAT 
WE CONSIDERED THE PROPOSAL VERY MUCH ALIVE THANKS TO THE 
REALISM OF THE FRONT LINE STATES AND THE PACT THAT SMITH 
HAD NOT REPUSED THE PLAN. 

2. MOOSE OUTLINED OUR GENERAL THOUGHTS ABOUT GOING TO THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL POR APPROVAL OP UN REPRESENTATIVE TO WORK 
WITH LORD CARVER AND SUGGESTED TO SOLE THAT IT WOULD BE

EXTREMELY HELPFUL IF PRIOR TO THE TIME OP SECURITY COUNCIL
